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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following infomialities: 
In "SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION": 

Line 1 1 of page 3, " the casting is held in a holder during the 

machining, and in that the casting is rotated in the holder....". However, 
the holder is not shown on the drawings. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, 
"the casting (10, 10', 10") is held in a holder" must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made 
in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined In section 351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
states and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 1 - 5 are rejected under 35 U. S. C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Anderson et al. (US 6435256 B1) 
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With regard to claim 1 : 

Anderson et al. discloses: A process for producing a turbine blade (4) or 
vane (3) in which process a casting (10) (Figs. 1 & 2), which is in the basic 
shape of the turbine blade (4) or vane (3), is produced in a casting mold 
(10), and then, to complete the turbine blade (4) or vane (3), the casting 
(10) is subjected to material-removing machining (See Col 4 Lines 18-34) 
of the casting (10) while retaining the same casting mold. 

With regard to claims 2 and 3: 

Anderson et al. discloses: A process for producing a turbine blade (4) or 
vane (3) as stated in claim [1] of US 6,435,256 B1 . It further discloses {in 
Claim [5] of the US 6,435,256 61} that removing the additional material is 
machining or eroding (See Col 4, Lines 43 - 44). 

With regard to claim 4: 

Anderson et al. discloses: A process for producing a turbine blade (4) or 
vane (3) as stated in claim [1] of the US 6,435,256 61 . It further discloses 
an additional machining stock is provided on the casting (10) (see Col. 3, 
Lines 48-51). 

With regard to claim 5: 

Anderson et al discloses: A process for producing a turbine blade (4) or vane 
(3) as stated in claim [1] of the US 6,435,256 61 in that the casting (10) or 
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the turbine blade (4) or vane (3) has a blade or vane platfonn (2) and a main 
blade (4) or vane (3) part, and in that the additional machining stock is 
provided on the blade or vane platform (2) (see Col. 3, Lines 48 - 51). 

Claim Objections 

Claim 6 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim 4. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). 
Accordingly, the claim 6 not been further treated on the merits.
